Florida State Racing Commission 


T its session in 1931, the Florida Legislature, 

at Tallahassee, created the Florida State 
Racing Commission, by passing, over the veto of 
Gov. Doyle E. Carlton, Senate Bill No. 361. The 
act called for the appointment within 30 days of 
five persons to be the Commission, fixing com- 
pensation at $1,800 a year each, with travelling 
expense allowance. The first appointments, each 
for two years, were made, as follows: L. D. 
Reagin, State at Large; M. H. Mabry, First Con- 
gressional District; R. N. Dosh, Second Congres- 
sional District; R. L. Sweger, Third Congres- 
sional District, and M. R. Harrison, Fourth 
Congressional District. Those gentlemen met at 
Tallahassee June 29, 1931, and organized by 
electing Mr. Reagin Chairman and Mr. Mabry 
Secretary. After this meeting, Mr. Harrison ten- 
dered his resignation, which was accepted, and 
Governor Carlton appointed R. B. Burdine, of 
Miami. At a meeting held in Tampa February 5, 
1932, Mr. Reagin resigned as Chairman and the 
Commission named Mr. Burdine to take the chair. 
Mr. Reagin resigned from the Commission as of 
January 31, 1933, and Walter H. Donovan, of St. 
Petersburg, was appointed on February 1 by Gov. 
David Sholtz to fill out his unexpired term. Mr. 
Burdine also resigned as a member on January 
31, 1933, and by appointment of the Governor, 
on February 6, B. F. Paty, of West Palm Beach, 
became his successor and, at a meeting of the 
Commission at West Palm Beach on February 6, 
was chosen Chairman. At that meeting Mr. Ma- 
bry resigned as Secretary and was succeeded in 
that office by Mr. Donovan. On that date also 
Mr. Mabry tendered to the Governor his resigna- 
tion as a member of the Commission, which was 
accepted as of May 15, but no successor was an- 
nounced. On June 28 the terms of all members 
expired, and Governor Sholtz appointed the fol- 
lowing for terms of two years each, to end with 
the close of Florida's fiscal year in June, 1935: 
ROGER H. WEST, Daytona Beach, State at Large; 
WALTER H. DONOVAN, St. Petersburg, First Con- 
gressional District; FRANK E. THOMPSON, Lake 
City, Second Congressional District; THOMAS A. 
JOHNSON, Pensacola, Third Congressional Dis- 
trict, and B. F. PATY, West Palm Beach, Fourth 
Congressional District. MR. PATY and MR. DONO- 
VAN were reelected Chairman and Secretary, re- 
spectively. The personnel has not since been 
changed. This Commission has taken a foremost 
part in the stamping out of the doping evil, being 
the first of the Turf-governing bodies in this 
country to use the saliva test for detection of the 
presence of stimulants, and it invited the person- 
nel of other Commissions to assemble at Miami 
January 24, 25 and 26, at which meeting the Na- 
tional Association of Racing Commissioners was 
organized. The racing in Florida this winter has 
shown decided improvement over that of former 
seasons, and at contemporary tracks elsewhere.

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EDITORIAL NOTES - 
Deserved Tribute 


URING the two years of its existence, Thomas 

Piatt had served notably as President of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America, and he thought, 
and so stated to the committee on nominations, 
that the club’s head should be a younger man. 
Jack S. Young, earnest, capable Vice-President, 
therefore, became the committee’s nominee for 
President. During the past week, Mr. Young per- 
suaded Mr. Piatt that he was the unanimous 
choice of the membership for a third term in the 
chair, and secured his permission to demonstrate 
it at the annual meeting, which was held at Lex- 
ington last Saturday. 

Mr. Young, arising when the meeting had been 
apprised of the committee’s nominations, and the 
call had been made for other nominations, if any, 
from the floor, related his visit to and conversa- 
tion with Mr. Piatt, graciously asked that his 
name be withdrawn to the favor of Mr. Piatt and 
that Mr. Piatt’s nomination and election be made 
unanimous, and so it was. 

Every member, active and associate, of the 
Thoroughbred Club is happy that the master of 
Brookdale Farm is to continue as chief officer of 
the young organization which has already done 
so much for the advancement of Thoroughbred 
horse breeding and toward better co-operation 
among those who are engaged in this highly spe- 
cialized and ever interesting industry. 

We make this an expression of the pleasure we 
experience in the fact that Mr. Piatt is to con- 
tinue as President, and so extend thanks to Mr. 
Young for his fine part in bringing it about. 

Perhaps it might be well to here say that Mr. 
Piatt may soon be asked to accept the presidency 
of the Kentucky Association. The time is near, 
as the report comes to us, when the American 
Turf Association, which owns 1,900 shares of the 
2,250 shares of common stock, will ask the hold- 
ers of 1,000 shares of preferred stock to name 
from their members directors and officers for 
the historic Lexington plant. From several of 
the preferred stockholders, we have heard expres- 
sions which indicate that Mr. Piatt is their choice 
for president of that company.

Too Long 


N The Cincinnati Enquirer’s ‘All Sorts” page 

last Sunday, there was an item concerning 
racing this year at the Coney Island track near 
Cincinnati in the course of which was the fol- 
lowing: 


So it looks as though Coney is going to start on 
August 18 or August 25 and run through the first week 
or so of October grand, glorious weather for this sec- 
tion. Coney is entitled to 44 days of racing, and from 
these reports undoubtedly is going to take that amount. 
The Latonia Jockey Club by its announcement has cut 
its dates from the usual 60 days a year to 37, or a cur- 
tailment of 23 racing days, in order that Cincinnati and 
vicinity will not be surfeited with too much racing. 


We think 81 days of racing in Cincinnati’s vi- 
cinity this year very likely will prove to be entire- 
ly too much, if it works out that the meeting at 
Coney Island will be prolonged to 44 days. It 
would be better, we think, if Latonia and Coney 
Island each had 30 days or less. We are some- 
what puzzled by the statement that ‘Coney is 
entitled to 44 days.’” By what process of reason- 
ing, we wonder ?

Law of Average 


N the course of a well-written and particularly 

sound editorial argument in The Lexington 
Herald, March 8, for reduction of tax on cigar- 
ettes, appeared the following: 


A reduction of the tax [now $3.00 a thousand] on 
cigarettes even to the figure [$2.05 a thousand] imposed 
during the war would inevitably increase the use of 
cigarettes so as to probably bring to the government 
as large a revenue as it now obtains for a higher tax 
and create far greater demand for tobacco. 


That is in line with THE BLOOD-HORSE’S reason- 
ing in its effort to secure a decrease in the pari- 
mutuel take the country over to a maximum of 
614 per cent, of which 1 per cent to the state 
in which the race meetings are held, the remain- 
Ger to be devoted to a stakes and purse fund; 
race track maintenance, operating expense, divi- 
dends to stockholders and to the creation of a 
surplus. 

The Lexington Herald, in disclosing the un- 
equal distribution of the money from a tobacco 
crop, says: 


We have heard it stated that the grower of tobacco 
in the Burley belt receives approximately $100 an acre 
as payment for the interest on his land, depreciation 
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on his tobacco barn and recompense for risk and toil; 
that the manufacturer receives from tobacco grown on 
an acre approximately $300 and the government collects 
in taxes on that tobacco approximately $800. 


In those states where high tax and high take- 
out exist, this presents a fair picture of what is 
happening to the producer of Thoroughbred 
horses, who, in numerous instances, is also a 
grower of tobacco. Both take-out and tax must 
be revised downward, and purses must be revised 
upward in order to produce a balanced distribu- 
tion and insure safety and perpetuity to the 
breeding industry.

Better Arrangement 


HETHER or not our comment, under the 

caption “Long Race Meetings,” in THE 
BLOOoD-HORSE of February 17, had any influence 
with the New Hampshire Racing Commission we 
are not informed, but we are glad to see that 
the plan of Manager Lou Smith to have a con- 
tinuous meeting of 67 days at Rockingham Park 
has been rejected. It is now announced that two 
meetings of 31 days each are to be held at the 
Salem plant, the first to begin June 23 and end 
July 28, and the second to open August 25 and 
close September 29. This is decidedly the better 
arrangement, looking at it, as we do, with 
thoughts of the sport’s welfare. Doubtless Mr. 
Smith and his associates will not like it so well, 
because they figured to have greater profit from 
one long meeting than from two shorter ones. 
They may have figured incorrectly in that re- 
spect. That is, however, debatable. Under the 
new arrangement, a respite is accorded, and the 
light harness horse people have dates for their 
usual race meeting at Rockingham Park. It 
makes for the friendship and good will of de- 
votees to trotting and pacing sport, and that 
amounts to much anywhere, especially in New 
England. Race track managers who expect to do 
well in future must bear in mind that the dollar, 
while essential, of course, is only one thing to be 
considered in planning race meetings.

Impatience ? 


T might have been impatience, and again it 

might have been something else, that prompt- 
ed Harry L. Lewis, a Los Angeles sports writer, 
to make charges that the California Horse Rac- 
ing Board has been unnecessarily delaying the is- 
suance of permits for racing in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and that the Board has shown favoritism 
in this matter. 

Chairman Carleton F. Burke and his associates 
submitted to Gov. James Rolph, Jr., a report in 
the course of which it was stated: 


Out of six tracks granted permits in Florida, four 
have failed, working great hardship on horsemen and 
investors in the project. This is a condition which the 
board will avoid in California. We believe time will 
demonstrate the wisdom of the board’s action in grant-

ing permits only to properly financed and officered or- 
ganizations. 

We also call attention that one of the applicants fora 
California permit recently obtained a permit in Florida 
for a 33-day meet, which failed at the end of seven 
days, leaving a large number of horsemen stranded, 
many of them becoming objects of charity. 

The report further stated: 

While the board has shown no partiality or favorit- 
ism, we used discrimination in issuance of permits in 
order that California racing might be under control of 
representative citizens fully financed to carry out plans. 
Every applicant has had fair treatment. The Dr. Strub- 
Hal Roach group presented the only comprehensive 
setup as to finances and personnel received by board for 
the southern California permit. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has heretofore approved the 
course of the California Horse Racing Board, 
and we take this occasion to reassert that ap- 
proval. The Board undoubtedly is proceeding 
properly in requiring that the men who are to 
own and operate the California tracks shall be 
financially responsible and that they shall be 
something more than mere promoters seeking 
primarily the money to be made by and for them 


from racing.

MICROPHONE OKAPI 
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HORSE PARASITES - 


Dr. Dimock, head of the department of Animal 
Pathology at the University of Kentucky, Lex- 
ington, recently delivered to the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, of which he is a member, an 
address which brought about a demand for a 
written statement of his data on parasite control. 
The following article is a reprint of Dr, Dimock’s 
article written for The Iowa Veterinarian under 
the title, Preventive Measures and Treatment for 
Horse Parasites. 


ager of the horse against parasites 
of the digestive tract is a problem in disease 
prevention that deserves our best efforts. There 
seems to be justification for the belief that the 
more common and serious form of parasitism of 
the horse are already well known. 

The anthelmintic action of a variety of chemi- 
cals and drugs used for the removal of parasites 
of the digestive tract of the horse has been 
determined both from the standpoint of effective- 
ness and dosage. In- 
formation on parasites 
of the horse and meth- 
ods of treatment are 
now available in print- 
ed form for all who 
may be interested. 
Therefore, why further 
discussion of the sub- 
ject ? Why should own- 
ers and veterinarians 
frequently ask for in- 
formation about’ the 
treatment of horses for 
parasites of the di- 
gestive tract? Veteri- 
narians generally are 
familiar with the vari- 
ous forms of parasitism 
in horses and_ the 
agents that are of 
value for their treat- 
ment. If there is need 
for further discussion 
of the horse parasite problem, it would seem to 
be that related to dosage, frequency of treat- 
ment, seasonal aspect, preparation of the animal 
for treatment and method of administration. 

On all farms where colts are to be raised, pre- 
ventive measures of parasitic infestation in the 
foals from birth to six months of age should be 
rigidly carried out. Colts do not pass the danger 
period at six montns of age but they have at 
least developed to a point where treatment can 
be used effectively. 

In young foals the intestinal parasites to con- 
sider are ascarids, the Strongylus vulgaris which 
invades the circulatory system, and the numerous 
genera and species of small nematodes so com- 
monly found in the cecum and colon. Pathologi- 
cal lesions produced by various nematode para- 
sites may become sufficiently extensive when 
foals are from two to six months old to cause 
death. The Strongylus vulgaris has been found 
in the mesenteric artery of foals as young as 21 
days. In foals from 3 to 6 months of age so- 
called verminous aneurysms of the mesenteric 
arteries may develop to an extreme size. It is 
not uncommon to find the mesenteric arteries 
dilated to a size of one’s thumb and packed with 
a dense coagulated mass. Foals so affected may 
suffer from attacks of digestive disorders and

The parasite problem in foals up to weaning 
age is to be dealt with largely by prevention, 
Drinking water and feed protected from con- 
tamination with horse manure, together with 
clean stables, clean yards, and a pasture that has 
not been used for horses for at least one year, 
are some of the basic requisites to be observed, 
In a parasite prevention program for foals, the 
brood mares and other horses on the farm should 
be reasonably free of intestinal parasites. Where 
the dams are heavily infested with intestinal 
nematodes their foals are more apt to show a 
heavy infestation with the same parasite than 
are foals of uninfested mares on the same farm 
and pastured in the same field. 


YEAR AROUND PROGRAM 

Any effort to deal with parasitisms in horses, 
to be successful, must include a program that is 
operative the year round. The two major fea- 
tures of such a program are the prevention of 
infestation and the expulsion from the digestive 
tract of those parasites that have gained en- 
trance. Under prevention, attention should be di- 
rected to feed boxes and hay racks, water supply, 
stable and yard sanitation, disposal of stable 
manure, and clean pastures, the latter being 
especially important for brood mares and foals. 

Treatment should be carried out regularly and 
systematically and should include all horses on 
the farm. Horses that have reached the age of 
two years can, under ordinary conditions, be kept 
in fairly good health so far as parasitisms are 
concerned, if they are treated twice each year. 
Where only two treatments are used they should 
be given in the fall 10 to 20 days apart; one 
treatment consisting of carbon disulfide for the 
removal of bots and ascarids and the other of oil 
of wormseed for the removal of  strongyles 
(Palisade worms) and the other small nematodes 
of the large intestine. 

CONTROL IS PRACTICAL 

Usually it is advisable and often necessary to 
repeat the treatment on certain individuals. The 
most highly effective anthelmintic will not, in all 
instances and under all conditions, prove equally 
efficacious; therefore, to get the desired results 
in certain individual animals, treatment may have 
to be repeated. Furthermore, in cases of heavy 
infestation accompanied by unthriftiness and 
marked debility, it is advisable, in the interest of 
safety and effectiveness, to reduce the dosage and 
repeat the treatments. 

For a period of five years observations have 
been made on a small band of brood mares (20) 
and their foals, for effectiveness of parasite pre- 
vention. A critical analysis of the results indi- 
cates that the control of parasites in horses is 
possible and practical. The program has been to 
keep the stables, yards, and paddocks as clean 
and free of refuse as possible; no fresh stable 
manure is ever spread on the pastures used for 
horses and all droppings on the pasture are 
picked up once each week throughout the year. 

The brood mares are treated in the fall only; 
once with carbon disulfide and 10 to 20 days later 
with oil of wormseed [oil of chenopodium]. The 
foals are treated once or twice before weaning, 
usually once with carbon disulfide and once with 
oil of wormseed. Many of the foals are only three 
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months of age when first treated. After the foals 
are weaned they are treated with carbon di- 
sulfide and 10 to 20 days later with oil of worm- 
seed. From then until they leave the farm treat- 
ment is administered every 60 days; thus each 
colt receives a dose of carbon disulfide every four 
months and a dose of oil of wormseed every four 
months. Horses in training when returned to 
the farm for a rest period or retirement are 
treated soon after arrival. Horses going back 
into training are again treated before leaving 
the farm. 
TREATMENT OF YOUNG HORSES 


If sucklings are treated in June or July, once 
with carbon disulfide and once with oil of worm- 
seed, no further treatment is necessary until after 
weaning. In Kentucky the foals are practically 
all weaned by October 1. Directly after weaning, 
treatment with carbon disulfide and 15 to 30 days 
later with oil of wormseed is advisable. From 
then on it is usually necessary to treat every 60 
days, alternating with carbon disulfide and oil 
of wormseed until the following August or Sep- 
tember, at which time the colts are either sold or 
sent to the track as yearlings to be broke for 
racing. In some instances the yearlings are broke 
on the farm or again they may be sent away for 
two months (September and October) and re- 
turned to the farm until January or February. 
In any case it has been found advisable to treat 
all young horses when they leave the farm. 

If two treatments are administered, one with 
carbon disulfide and one with oil of wormseed, 
the horses leave the farm reasonably free of in- 
testinal parasites. Their digestion and assimila- 
tien of food will be good and they will be less 
susceptible to the various febrile and digestive 
disturbances to which race horses frequently are 
subject. If they do contract influenza, so-called 
shipping fever, etc., the attack usually is mild and 
recovery is prompt. 


PARASITES AGGRAVATE GENERAL DEBILITY 


On the other hand if young horses, when first 
put in training, are heavily infested with in- 
testinal parasites and become sick with influenza, 
or shipping fever, many of them will be seriously 
sick and altogether too many will develop pneu- 
monia, and other complications and die. In the 
case of draft colts and young horses of all breeds 
the same general principle holds true. In horses 
free of parasites, growth, vigor, and health are 
better and the seriousness of attacks of sickness 
is materially reduced. Unthriftiness, defective 
bone development, general debility, eczema, nasal 
catarrh, colic, indigestion, and bowel trouble of 
all kinds are frequently, either directly or indi- 
rectly, the result of parasites, and are always 
aggravated by them. 

Parasitism does not of itself put into or take 
away from a horse those factors that are in- 
herited. On the other hand a colt may have in- 
herited from the dam or sire, or both, all the 
prerequisites that make for a super horse and yet 
parasites may cause such injury as to prevent 
the full exhibition of the good inherited quali- 
ties. In the work horse, health, strength, and en- 
durance are of first consideration. While these 
same factors are of prime importance in race 
horses there is to be considered the all important 


factor of speed. Slight defects, of parasitic 
origin, not in any way apparent or clinically 


detectable, often exist which materially reduce 
the animal's ability to perform to the degree 
rightly expected from his breeding and training. 
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One is forced to conclude that many of the best 
bred and properly trained race horses fail to 
measure up to expectations because of defects 
acquired after birth. The animal organism is an 
intricate mechanism and when it is even slightly 
out of balance, from whatever cause, performance 
under the supreme test is below the inherent pos- 
sibilities. 

SYSTEMATIC TREATMENT 

‘ven though the horse breeding industry of the 
country is not so important from the standpoint 
of numbers of animals produced as it was 25 
years ago it is perhaps just as important to look 
after the welfare and health of those that we do 
have. This is equally true for all breeds and all 
kinds of horses. From observation and study of 
colts and young horses, both clinically and from 
post-mortem examination it becomes unmistak- 
ably evident that in addition to whatever meas- 
ures it may be possible to use for the prevention 
of parasitic infestation, regular and systematic 
treatment should be a fixed part of the parasite 
program. 

The observations and experiences on which this 
paper is based have been with light breeds; how- 
ever, dosage of agents used is practically the 
same for ali breeds of horses up to two years of 
age. A fractional increase, for the heavier breeds, 
might be made with safety and effectiveness. The 
program followed and dosage used which have 
given good results are as follows: 


PREPARATION FOR TREATMENT 

When foals not yet weaned are to be treated 
for intestinal parasites, if in the pasture at night, 
they should be brought in early in the morning, 
muzzled and turned into the box stalls with 
mothers, and treated some time before 12 o’clock 
noon. If they are brought in and muzzled at 5 or 
6 o’clock in the morning they are ready for treat- 
ment by 10 a.m. Two hours after treatment the 
mare is milked by hand, the muzzle removed and 
the foal allowed to nurse. They may be left in 
the stall or turned out in the pasture. Instead of 
muzzling, the foal may be put into a stall by 
itself next to its mother. Experience seems to 
show that it is better to use a muzzle and leave 
the foal in the stall with the dam. 

The preparation of weanlings and older horses 
for treatment for parasites of the digestive tract 
requires, for the best results, that feed be with- 
held for at least 24 hours. The treatment for 
bots does not require that the horse’s stomach 
be empty. The effectiveness of carbon disulfide 
for the removal of ascarids is increased if the 
horse’s stomach is nearly empty and there is a 
minimum amount of food in the small intestine. 
If the material in the cecum and colon is soft or 
semifiuid, permitting rather free action of the 
bowels, there will be less tendency for the animal 
to show toxic effects from the carbon disulfide. 
Young horses may suffer from constipation from 
two to four days following the administration of 
carbon disulfide. To relieve this and any symp- 
toms of toxicity which may appear, a quart of 
liquid petrolatum should be given. 

WATER BEFORE TREATMENT 

Experience indicates that the preparation of 
horses for the administration of oil of wormseed 
is more important than preparing them for car- 
bon disulfide. Two feeds of bran mash with a 
sprinkling of oats is always advisable, after 
which withhold all grain and hay for 24 hours. 
In all cases water should be before the animals 
at all times before treatment but none for some 
hours after treatment. Little difficulty will be 
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experienced in preparing horses of all kinds for 
treatment during the summer, particularly those 
that are on pasture. In the winter, when the ani- 
mals are altogether on dry feed, special precau- 
tion should be taken to properly prepare the ani- 
mal, making sure that the bowel contents are 
soft and mushy.

A 3-year-old horse weighing 1,000 pounds may 
be given with safety one fluid ounce of carbon di- 
sulfide; this amount is fully sufficient for older 
and larger horses. 

In the use of carbon disulfide experience shows 
that a slight variation in dosage is in no way 
dangerous to the horses treated, nor does it alter 
the effectiveness of the results. A weanling 
should never receive less than 15 cc and the older 
and larger of the sucklings will take this amount. 
For young colts it is probably advisable to vary 
the dosage slightly on the basis of age, size and 
condition. This is possible when the stomach 
tube is used as a means of administration. For 
mares in foal it is advisable to reduce the dosage 
somewhat: 5 or 6 drams, 18.5 to 22 cc is sufficient 
to remove the bot larvae from the stomach of 
horses. Ascarids are not a serious parasite of 
old horses; however, on farms where colts are 
raised it is advisable to make sure that the brood 
mares and other horses are free of this parasite. 
In the treatment of mature horses once each year 
with carbon disulfide for bots, ascarids present 
will likewise be removed. 


OIL OF WORMSEED 

Dosing with carbon disulfide before giving oil 
of wormseed has always been followed. It prob- 
ably makes little difference which is given first 
but in the case of young horses it has always 
seemed best first to remove the bots from the 
stomach and ascarids from the small intestine. 
Seven to 14 days after the animals are treated 
with carbon disulfide they should be treated with 
oil of wormseed. 

The dosage of the oil of wormseed, turpentine 
and oil mixture used for colts and mature horses 
is as follows:

When treating groups of sucklings, weanlings, 
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yearlings, two-year-olds, and older horses, there 
will always be a few in each group that are 
younger or older, lighter or heavier than the ma- 
jority. It is not necessary to adjust the dosage 
of oil of wormseed for those of approximately 
the same age and size. However, for colts and 
young horses it is advisable to increase or de- 
crease slightly the dosage according to age and 
weight. 


MARES IN FOAL 


For heavy draft horses, weighing from 1,500 
to 2,000 pounds, the dose of oil of wormseed is 
from 4 to 514 drams (15 to 20 cc). For mares in 
foal it is considered best not to give more than 
3 to 4 drams, depending on size and condition; 
the amount usually given the light type of mare, 
1,000 to 1,200 pounds, is one-half ounce (15cc), 
Again, for mares, in foal, the preparation of the 
mare for treatment should be done with care, the 
essential point being that the animal is well 
starved out and the bowel content soft and 
mushy. It must be remembered that brood 
mares in the light horse breeding areas are on 
pasture most of the year and that they have been 
exposed to parasitic invasion more than work 
horses. Many have more or less chronic inflam- 
matory lesions of parasitic origin in the cecum 
and colon. Some will be found that have a his- 
tory of periodic attacks of colic; others have a 
tendency to diarrhea. All such animals should be 
treated for parasites of the digestive tract with 
caution. Light dosage, repeated if necessary, is 
much safer and more effective than to attempt to 
accomplish the desired results with one maximum 
dose. 

TREATMENT IN NOVEMBER 


After the two treatments in the fall; one of 
carbon disulfide and the other of oil of wormseed 
or some other anthelmintic effective in the re- 
moval of strongyles and related species, the ani- 
mals go into winter quarters free of bots and as- 
carids and as nearly free of strongyles as it is 
possible by treatments now known. This freedom 
from parasites is particularly important in the 
case of young animals. In the southern section 
of the United States the last treatment for bots 
should not be made earlier than the first of De- 
cember. In sections as far north as central Iowa 
treatment during the month of November prob- 
ably would be late enough to take care of late 
bot infestation. 

In the work carried on by, or under the super- 
vision of, the author, the stomach tube has al- 
ways been used as a means of administration. 
For carbon disulfide a funnel should be inserted 
into the free end of the tube. The tube is passed 
through the nasal passage and well down into the 
oesophagus. The carbon disulfide may then be 
poured into the funnel, followed with water suf- 
ficient to completely flush the tube. The oil of 
wormseed mixture may be forced through the 
stomach tube with an injection pump. 

Concerning other anthelmintics for horses, car- 
bon tetrachloride and tetrachlorethylene are used 
quite generally and apparently with satisfactory 
results. The few comparative tests made give 
results indicating that carbon disulfide, followed 
some days later with oil of wormseed, gives bet- 
ter results than carbon tetrachloride or tetra- 
chlorethylene used alone, or used following car- 
bon disulfide. It is beyond the scope of this paper 
to discuss the comparative value of different an- 
thelmintics. The selection of an anthelmintic and 
the means of administration is, within certain 
limits, a matter of choice. In treating horses of 
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all ages, in the light breeds, for parasites of the 
digestive tract, carbon disulfide and oil of worm- 
seed have, in practice, been found to give entire- 
ly satisfactory results and the stomach tube the 
most satisfactory means of administration. In 
many instances a microscopic examination of 
fresh horse manure for parasite eggs will give 
information of value to the clinician. The flota- 
tion method of examining feces for parasite eggs, 
with or without the use of the centrifuge, is fair- 
ly accurate for estimating the number and kinds 
of nematode parasites in the digestive tract of 
the horse. 

New and vital data on the life history, habitat 
and environmental factors essential to the sur- 
vival and propagation of many of the more com- 
mon forms of animal parasites are brought out 
from time to time. Particularly has this been true 
during the last few years. This, together with 
more reliable information on the use and action 
of anthelmintics, has made it possible to attack 
the problem of animal parasites with a much 
greater degree of effectiveness than formerly. 
Nevertheless, how many of us who are active 
today in the field of veterinary science could im- 
prove on the following statement as a funda- 
mental policy for our battle against parasites 
and parasitic diseases of domestic animals? 

“Most parasitisms can be dealt with by 
changing the condition of the environment, and 
in this way cutting off the next generation of the 
parasitic organism. This is usually too much ig- 
nored, and treatment is too often confined to the 
mere exhibition of parasiticides, which, however 
effectual in preserving the individual animal, 
does little towards the much more philosophic re- 
sources of extirpating the parasite. To deal with 
the parasites so as to cut off their sources of sur- 
vival, and extirpate them from a locality, a fuller 
knowledge of their life history is demanded than 
for simple parasiticide medical treatment. The 
broader view and the more economic prevention 
must therefore be the prerogative of the scientist, 
and the fact that each parasite or group demands 
a different management, establishes a greater 
call for a study of the subject.”” Low, Veterinary 
Medicine, Vol. 5, P. 5, 1909.

Dr. Wright on Parasites 

The January issue of the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Medical Association contains an 
article by Dr. Willard H. Wright, of the Zoologi- 
cal Division, Bureau of Animal Industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, on “The Pres- 
ent Status of Anthelmintic Medication for Gas- 
trointestinal Parasites of the Horse.” We quote 
a few sentences: 

“In the materia medica of those days [prior to 
the last few years], one finds recommendations 
for the use of such drugs as iron sulfate, ar- 
senic, copper sulfate and tartar emetic, mixed 
with the feed. These drugs have their proper 
place in certain kinds of therapy, but, as admin- 
istered to horses to remove worms, they are 
almost entirely useless as far as any parasitical 
action is concerned.” 

“The administration of drugs by means of the 
Sstomach-tube is the preferred method. In the 
case of highly volatile drugs, such as carbon 
disulfid, the use of the stomach-tube obviates the 
danger of breakage of capsules in the mouth and 
inhalation of the drug.” 

“Carbon tetrachlorid in therapeutic doses 
usually produces a central necrosis in the cells of 
the liver acini.” 

“{Oil of chenopodium] should be preceded or 


followed immediately by an adequate dose of an 
active purgative, preferably raw linseed oil.” 

“At the present time, liquid carbon disulfid is 
the best treatment for bots.” 

“Carbon tetrachlorid is not particularly effec- 
tive against horse bots.” 

“Carbon disulfid is very effective for the re- 
moval of horse ascarids.” 

“Oil of chenopodium is very effective for both 
strongyles and cylicostomes.” 

“Oil of chenopodium, as administered for large 
or small strongyles, is effective for the removal 
of pinworms from the horse.” 

“The treatments outlined in this paper have 
been found by critical test to be effective for the 
removal of the specific parasites for which they 
are recommended.”

cent of all monies received each day from ad- 
missions paid by persons attending the races, or 
the sum of 10 cents on each and every admission, 
whichever sum is greater. Officials, horsemen, 
trainers, jockeys and workers are exempted from 
the admission tax, but everyone employed in any 
capacity at a race meeting is required to pay an 
occupational tax of $10. The season of 1931-32 
at three horse tracks (Hialeah Park, Tropical 
Park and St. Johns Park) brought the State of 
Florida $403,871.65 for 83 days racing. The 
State’s income for 63 days at Hialeah Park and 
Tropical Park the season of 1932-33 totaled 
$417,506.66. This season’s income will be great- 
ly increased. A detailed report made by Secre- 
tary Donovan March 11 disclosed that $685,303 
has already been paid into the State Treasury by 
the horse and dog tracks this season. Indications 
seem to be that as much as $1,250,000 may be 
reached by the season’s end March 31.

THE BROODMARE SIRES 


HE last crop of foals sired by *Star Shoot ar- 
rived in 1920, but so prolific was he and so 
powerful was his blood that he has only now 
begun to lose his position at or very near the top 
of the list of broodmare sires. In 1932 he was 
second only to Broomstick, but last year he 
dropped to tenth place. Even though he has been 
dead since 1919, he was still represented last year 
by 49 daughters, the dams of 71 winners in 1933. 
Only one of these, the sprinter Quickaway, now 
dead, was a stakes winner. *Star Shoot’s 49 
daughters whose progeny were winners last year 
represent a larger number than credited to any 
other horse on the list of 20 leading broodmare 
sires, with the exception of Fair Play (58), 
Sweep (56), Broomstick (53), *Wrack (49). One 
mare on the following list, Watch Your Stitch, 
was represented by four winners last year.

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BENNING NOTES 


HUSTLING, bustling training quarters just 

now is the old Benning Race Track, on the 
outskirts of Washington. ‘Due to its excellent 
drainage facilities and light sandy soil, it is 
doubtful if there is any point in the North where 
training activities are as well advanced. Cer- 
tainly the Benning horses have a good edge on 
those at Bowie, Pimlico, or Laurel. The colony 
consists of about 150 head belonging to many 
owners. Chief in interest is the division “Big 
Jim” Healy has there for the Llangollen Stable 
of the John Hay Whitneys, including two for- 
midable Kentucky Derby candidates in the Fu- 
turity winner Singing Wood and the Irish colt 
*The Immortal. When such an astute judge of 
horseflesh as Col. E. R. Bradley unequivocably 
picks a horse he generally knows where he stands. 
A close inspection of Singing Wood shows him a 
real Derby type. He has grown and filled out 
well and carries plenty of hard, solid flesh. A 
lengthy, beautiful-headed brown horse, he has a 
very good shoulder and wither, is well ribbed up 
and has a good hind leg, with a well let down 
hock. A son of *Royal Minstrel and Glade, by 
Touch Me Not, Singing Wood combines the best 
speed strains of England and America, but he 
appeals to the eye as a horse which could win as 
far as horses are asked to in this country. 

Much more of a sprinting type is *The Immor- 
tal, a closely coupled bay, not as tall as Singing 
Wood, but wider, and not as fine. This imported 
son of Erin looks more like a 4-year-old stallion 
than a 3-year-old, having a rugged look and a 
well developed crest. His head is a bit plain, 
slightly Roman nosed, and he is very sound. 
Sent up in 1932 to the Dublin sales where Harry 
Ussher bought him for Mrs. Whitney, *The Im- 
mortal is a son of parents of the same age, Strat- 
ford and Princess Mildred, by Sunningdale, he by 
Sundridge, and combines Swynford’s stamina 
with his dam’s speed. Several promising 2-year- 
olds are in the barn, by various sires. Gallant 
Fox is sire of one nice filly and there are good 
colts by The Porter and *Royal Minstrel. 

Another Derby prospect is one which just ar- 
rived with the stable of Mrs. T. J. Lewis (Eliza- 
beth Arden), which is to be handled by Selby 
Burch this year. This is a deep, short-legged, 
powerful bay son of *Sir Gallahad III and 
Minima, by Friar Rock, named Sir Herbert 
Barker—a name not apt to appeal to the mutuel 
ticket buyer in a last minute rush. Several other 
horses of Mrs. Lewis accompanied the knight 
from Columbia, S. C., where they had wintered. 
Mrs. T. H. Somerville has some horses with Mr. 
Burch and he has a few of his own including the 
very useful gelding Thursday. 

Big Bill Norton has a division of Mrs. Whit- 
hey’s jumpers at Benning and Matt Smart a 
barn full for Admiral Grayson, H. P. Metcalf and 
R. S. Clark. Branncastle Stable has some nice 
2-year-olds in Royal Roberts’ barn, as well as old 
Swatter. The hard winter has not held training 
up much at Benning and we did not see any that 
did not look well. General health has been ex- 
cellent, we hear and the sight of Bill Norton re- 
ducing by playing baseball with his boys surely 
augurs the Springtime.

FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK 


ATURDAY of this week, March 17, brings to 

a close the meeting at Hialeah Park, which 
has provided the best winter racing in the history 
of the American Turf. The Florida Derby, $10,000 
added, to be run the final day, is expected to 
bring out the banner crowd of the entire meeting, 
if conditions are favorable. The prospective class 
of competition for that race suffered a setback 
last week, when it was announced that Mrs. F. A. 
Carreaud’s Time Supply would not be a starter. 
Except for Mrs. Payne Whitney’s *Soon Over, 
which did not get into action until last week, 
Time Supply had proved himself pounds better 
that anything else in the Florida 3-year-old divi- 
sion. An attack of colic had weakened the colt 
to such an extent that a veterinarian advised 
against his being started for the Derby. *Soon 
Over, now favorite for the fixture, was entered 
in a race of March 7, for the first time since the 
fall meeting at Jamaica. He won, after a brisk 
struggle, from such moderate company as Gay 
Joe, Jens Son, etc., running six furlongs in 
1:111%4. Best showing among the Derby eligibles 
last week was that of Col. E. R. Bradley’s not 
altogether dependable Boy Valet. In a mile test 
on March 9, the son of Black Servant, with top 
weight of 115 pounds up, laid down a splendid 
quarter (about 24%5 seconds, Boy Valet’s time) 
and won by a little more than a length from A. A. 
Baroni’s Bittybit, with the favorite Time Clock, 
Brookmeade Stable’s Florida Derby candidate, 
making his first start of the season, third. Just 
now the prospect is for about a dozen starters, 
and no outstanding choice. 

When THE BLOOD-HORSE went to press the pari- 
mutuel totals for last week were not available. 


BLESSED EVENT SETS RECORD 


One of the fastest and hardest tracks in Amer- 
ica is the Hialeah Park course this winter, and 
the horse whose speed has shown to best advan- 
tage over it is Col. E. R. Bradley’s Blessed Event. 
In a claiming race January 25, he equaled 
Springsteel’s new record of 1:3545 for a mile. 
After winning two other fast mile races (1:37, 
1:36%5) and being beaten at a mile on a sloppy 
track, he won the Jockey Club Handicap and set 
a new record of 2:0245 for a mile and a quarter. 
Last Saturday, March 10, in winning the first 
running of the Joseph McLennan Memorial Han- 
dicap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% 
miles), he not only broke the track record, but 
equaled Hot Toddy’s American record (1:48%5), 
which is also accepted as a world’s record. 

After the scratching of the Labrot entry of 
Springsteel and Monel (see page 360), there was 
nothing ieft in the field which appeared likely to 
endanger the much improved Bradley racer, car- 
rying 111 pounds, top weight among the starters, 
and he was made favorite at 70 cents on the dol- 
lar. For more than three-quarters of a mile Don 
Meade had him in second place under stout re- 
straint while A. A. Baroni’s Flying Sailor (105) 
cut out a sizzling pace. At the end of four fur- 
longs Flying Sailor was five lengths in front. 
After six furlongs he began to yield ground to 
the Bradley gelding. At the end of the first mile 
he was still a length in front, and had traveled 
the distance in time that was faster than the 
track record. At the end of the mile Blessed 
Event had taken the lead, and the watches 
showed 1:35%5 for that part of the distance, 


faster than the track record. Blessed Event was 
going easily as he passed the finish, two lengths 
ahead of D. Sage’s Somebody (3-y-o, 101), which 
beat the tiring Flying Sailor a length and a half 
for second money. Four lengths back of Flying 
Sailor was C. V. Whitney’s Mad Frump (105). 
The others were Big Beau (107) and Jungle King

Whitney’s Love Sick (119), very much of an out- 
sider in the betting. C. H. Knebelkamp’s Below 
Zero (116) made a good run to get to second 
place in the stretch, only to tire in the last strides 
and be beaten a neck for place money. Mrs. P. 
A. B. Widener’s Hasty Glance (119) was fourth, 
ahead of Mrs. Damon Runyon’s Angelic (119), 
which had had a rough trip.

Little Lie, bred at Bismeade Farm, Lexington, 
where Manager Cy White makes it a principal 
part of his duty to keep horse parasites at a mini- 
mum, had made one previous start and had won. 
Her two victories total $3,465. Fib made only 
one start as a 2-year-old and finished unplaced. 
Little Lie is her first foal. Hyperbole won and 
also produced the winners Black Mammy (Help- 
ful Stakes, Aqueduct Handicap), Little Bubbles, 
More Anon, Magnus and Jack Berry. Land 
League also produced Oland (Dorval Hopeful 
Stakes) and Marygrace (also dam of Black and 
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Blue). Land League was half-sister to Henpeck 
(winner and producer) and The Wife, dam of the 
stakes winner Voltear. The next dam was Home 
Rule, sister to Celt. 


CLAIMING 

Joseph E. Widener wanted a $2,500 claiming 
price minimum at Hialeah Park this winter. The 
late Joseph McLennan, knowing the difficulties 
that would be encountered if the cheaper grades 
of horses were discouraged by such a minimum, 
succeeded in having the bottom price fixed at 
$2,000. Since Charles J. McLennan has stepped 
into his father’s place as racing secretary, in 
order to fill the races more easily, he has had 
the minimum dropped to $1,200. 

The minimum purse at Hialeah Park is $800. 
The combination of high purse minimum and low 
claiming minimum encourages many claims. In- 
cluding Monday of this week, the fortieth day of 
the 45-day meeting, there had been 76 claims at 
Hialeah Park, a record for the track. At the 
51-day meeting of 1925 at Hialeah Park there 
were 70 claims, the record until last week. 

The Thoroughbred Owners’ and Trainers’ As- 
sociation thought something ought to be done, 
that a curb ought to be put on the claiming 
“racket,” as they were beginning to call it. Asa 
result of their protests the Hialeah Park stewards 
met and rescinded the rule which reads: 

“Any horse so claimed will not be eligible to 
start in any race in the name or interests of the 
former owner for thirty racing days after the 
date of claim, nor shall it, unless repurchased, 
remain under the management of the former 
owner or trainer for a like period.” 


DISQUALIFICATIONS 

Hialeah Park stewards, in their laudable at- 
tempt to keep racing on a high plane, have done 
considerable disqualifying at the current meet- 
ing. Last week they set back three horses in 
one day and two in the same race. In the turf 
race of March 7 Sky Haven swerved after taking 
the lead in the stretch and forced Gibby’s Choice 
off the course, thus bringing about the disquali- 
fication of both. Sky Haven finished second, 
Gibby’s Choice third. In the seventh event the 
same day J. A. Coburn’s Garlic, after finishing 
first, was disqualified for interfering with Butter 
Beans and Just Fun. Caerleon, which had escaped 
interference, was given first money. 


TROPICAL PARK 


The condition book for the first week of the 
Tropical Park meeting, beginning March 19, 
shows a daily average distribution of $5,180, with 
no purse less than $700. 


TRUEMAN TRAINING INDOORS 


Elmer Trueman has 24 horses at the old Ross 
Farm at Laurel where he has made good use of 
the quarter-mile indoor track during the bad 
weather. Trueman’s patrons include Ral Parr, 
Mrs. L. A. Livingston, Hobson McGehee, manager 
of B. B. Jones’ Audley Farm, and his brother, 
Everett, a newcomer to the owners’ ranks, and 
Mrs. Trueman. The latter was one of the first 
to patronize Questionnaire, sending her Shenval- 
lee to his court as soon as he arrived in Mary- 
land. Trueman reports that Ral Parr’s Her 
Grace foaled a bay filly March 1 by the Derby 
winner Flying Ebony and has been shipped to 
Idle Hour Farm to be bred to Bubbling Over. 


NEW YORK 


STARTING 

EW YORK tracks have been slow to come to 

the starting gate, some form of which is 
generally in use at most of the important tracks 
throughout the country. After the monthly meet- 
ing of The Jockey Club at its offices in New York 
City March 8, Assistant Secretary Algernon 
Daingerfield handed the press a statement which 
read: 

“On motion, duly seconded, it was resolved: In 
order to establish a uniform method of starting, 
which the stewards of The Jockey Club consider 
essential, and in conformity with the report of 
their committee, they request the racing associa- 
tions under their jurisdiction to make arrange- 
ments to secure the use of the starting gate 
known as the baby Bahr gate, for the season of 
1934, under the rental terms as outlined in the 
committee’s report.” 

Two days later George Bull, speaking for the 
Saratoga Association, Dr. Edward P. Kilroe, for 
Jamaica, and John E. Cowdin, for Aqueduct, 
notified the Jockey Club that they would use the 
gate. Belmont Park-is expected to follow suit. 
Empire City has not been heard from. 

The Jockey Club stewards also recommended 
to the various associations, through its commit- 
tee’s findings, the use of the race course sprink- 
ler of the Douglas Manufacturing Company, 
Omaha, Neb. 

Other business at the meeting included the 
granting of a number of licenses and the tabling 
of E. Josiah’s application for a training license. 


BUTLER HORSES TO BE SOLD 

The will of James Butler, filed for probate in 
New York last week, orders the dispersal of his 
stable and stud of Thoroughbred horses “as soon 
after my death as practical.’’ No such instruc- 
tions were left for the Empire City race track, 
owned by the Butler estate, or for the estate’s 
large holdings in the Maryland State Fair, Inc., 
which owns the Laurel Park course at Laurel. 
Most prominent of the horses to be sold are 
Questionnaire, just retired to the stud at Leslie 
E. Keiffer’s Inverness Farm at Monkton, Md., 
under management of Adolphe Pons, and Sting, 
sire of Questionnaire. 


DEATH OF BILLY GALLAGHER 

William J. (Billy) Gallagher, cabaret owner 
and owner of a few horses, associated in some of 
his enterprises with William V. Dwyer, died at 
the age of 65 in New York March 4. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM DATES CHANGED 

OU SMITH, general manager of Rockingham 

Park, announced some weeks ago a 67-day 
meeting to be held June 30 to September 15. Last 
week he was obliged, by action of the New 
Hampshire Racing Commission, to revise his 
schedule. He announced two meetings of 31 days 
each, the first from June 23 to July 28, the second 
from August 25 to September 29. The month 
between the two meetings may be given over to 
a harness horse meeting, as was done last year. 
At Houston, Texas, last week, Mr. Smith stated 
that a totalizator of the type used at Arlington 
Park will be installed in time for the first meet- 
ing and that stakes and handicaps comparing 
with those run at other major tracks will be 
offered.

HOUSTON OPENS 

OME 10,000 Texans thronged the Epsom 

Downs course last Friday, March 9, as Gen- 
eral Manager Lou Smith opened the track for its 
second meeting. The program was a charity af- 
fair, with unimportant offerings and with unfa- 
vorable weather, but the turnout was an excellent 
augury for a second successful meeting. Next 
day, the first Saturday of the 20-day meeting, the 
crowd was estimated at approximately 12,000, 
and on Monday of this week there were about 
6,000. Apparently the management is in for 
more profits. Two stakes races, both handicaps, 
were run the first Saturday, and were won by Rip 
Van Winkle and Trinchera. The purse minimum 
is $600. The programs for the most part, as at 
Mr. Smith’s Rockingham Park, are apparently 
made for the sole benefit of sprinters. 


RIP VAN WINKLE AWAKES 
Rip Van Winkle (105), very much an outsider 
in the betting, at $26.60 to $1, and ridden by L. 
Dronet, started slowly and finished fast in the 
Coronado Handicap ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, one mile) at Houston March 10. In the 
closing strides he thrust his head in front of the 
Three D’s Stock Farm Stable’s *Quatre Bras II 
(114), which all through the last quarter-mile 
was much concerned with keeping his lead of less 
_than a yard over Jones and George’s Clarify 
(120). The placed horses at the finish were 
heads apart and two lengths ahead of F. A. Grif- 
fith’s Sarada (120), the fourth horse, which was 
favorite in the wagering. Others in the field were 
Strideaway (123), Gay World (120), Frank Or- 
mont (97), Bahamas (105), Fortunate Youth 
(106), Slapped (108), Repaid (118).

TRINCHERA BEST IN HANDICAP 

T. C. Worden’s sprinter Trinchera was so much 
the best of the field of nine which went to the 
post for the San Jacinto Handicap ($1,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 5% furlongs) at Houston 
March 10 that, despite his top weight of 126 
pounds, he was made favorite at 65 cents on the 
dollar. Ridden by R. Deprema, he took the lead 
from the barrier and opened up a short lead. In 
the stretch he had a two-length lead, but he was 
merely coasting through the last furlong, and at 
the finish he was only a neck in front of A. G. 
Tarn’s Blue Day (118), which had a half-length 
advantage over Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Noah’s Pride

R. B. George, of Dallas, has completed a con- 
tract with the Texas State Fair officials and is 
spending $141,000 enlarging the track and mak- 
ing other necessary improvements at the State 
Fair Grounds preparatory to holding a race 
meeting there following the meeting at Arling- 
ton Downs.

ENLARGING BEULAH PARK 

EGOTIATIONS for 34 acres of land adjoin- 

ing Beulah Park, Grove City, Ohio, have 
been completed by the Beulah Park Jockey Club, 
and President Harry D. Shepard has announced 
that the race track will be enlarged from one- 
half mile to one mile.

CALIENTE 

HE Agua Caliente Jockey Club will end 

next Sunday, March 18, with the annual 
renewal of the Agua Caliente Handicap, a meet- 
ing which to all appearances has been a success- 
ful one. Crowds have been large during the lat- 
ter part of the meeting, and wagering—from 
which there is probably the highest take-out in 
North America—apparently has picked up con- 
siderably. Last Sunday, March 11, the crowd was 
estimated at 18,000, and the previous Sunday the 
track gave out “official” figures which showed an 
attendance of 21,000. The latter figure consti- 
tutes a record for an Agua Caliente crowd. Bets 
of $500 or more are said to be fairly common 
with the big books now operating. 

The big crowd of last Sunday made the Agua 
Caliente Handicap favorite, the Northway Sta- 
bles (N. W. Church’s) Gallant Sir, a 3-to-10 
choice for an overnight handicap, then saw him 
gallop home last in a field of five. At the head 
of the procession was Gaillardia, which J. D. 
Mikel had entered as a gesture of sportsmanship, 
to help the race fill. Onrush, Bonny Grafton and 
Boardwalker were next, then came Gallant Sir, 
ridden by George Woolf. The big *Sir Gallahad 
III horse was nearly a dozen lengths from the 
winner at the finish. Reporters explained it as 
another case of “sulking,’ but private com- 
mentators had other explanations. At any rate, 
when Gallant Sir goes to the post for the Agua 
Caliente Handicap there will be better odds about 
him than if he had won. 


SAN LUIS REY’S FUTURITY . 


For the Agua Caliente Futurity ($1,000 added, 
2-year-olds, 414 furlongs), run March 11, the 
odds-on favorite was the three-horse entry com- 
posed of Rancho San Luis Rey’s San Luis Rey

Beverly Hills (114). San Luis Rey, a one-eyed 
brown colt, outfought Alexander Pantages’ Lois 
Pan (114) for the lead in the first quarter-mile 
and drew clear to win by better than three 
lengths.

TRYING TO STOP KYNE 


UIT for injunction to delay the building of a 

horse race track on an airport site was filed 
at Redwood City, Calif., March 2. The plaintiff 
is Charles P. Cooley, transport pilot, operating a 
flying school at the San Mateo County Flying 
Field. The defendants are Curtiss-Wright Flying 
Service, Inc., and William P. Kyne, who secured 
a permit from the California Horse Racing Board 
to build a race track on the site in question, 
known as Bay Meadows, where the Curtiss- 
Wright field was located, to be operated by 
the California Jockey Club. Mr. Cooley also filed 
another petition in which he prays for $10,000, 
alleged damages, from the Curtiss-Wright cor- 
poration. He alleges the corporation advertised 
the flying field as being open to the general 
public and that it has not obtained official sanc- 
tion to its being closed as an airport. He further 
alleges that the corporation has threatened to 
lock him out if he takes his plane from its 
hangar. Well, if it were not so lawyers would 
be fewer. ;

Sloan, 10, to be placed in trust for her, the pro- 
ceeds from a book reciting his career, which was 
recently offered for publication, and the proceeds 
from an interest in a gold mining claim in Sierra 
County, Calif., with the further proviso that if 
the trust fund increased to more than $10,000, 
25 per cent of the surplus above that sum be 
paid to “my beloved friend, Mrs. Jack P. 
Cudahy.” Everett L. Ball, who was named ex- 
ecutor of the Sloan estate, testified in Superior 
Court, Los Angeles, where the will was admitted 
to probate on March 6, that the interest left by 
the deceased in the gold mining claim “eventually 
may prove to be worth several hundred thousand 
dollars, or it may be worth nothing.” 


TWO TO HAVE TOTE 

Orders have been placed with Henry L. Strauss, 
of Baltimore, Md., for installation of the Ameri- 
can Totalizator at the San Mateo and Santa 
Anita tracks, which are to be completed this year.

THOROUGHBRED CLUB ELECTION 


HE Thoroughbred Club of America, at its an- 

nual meeting at the Phoenix Hotel last Satur- 
day, March 10, elected officers and directors. Jack 
S. Young, who had been nominated for president 
to succeed Thomas Piatt, prior to the meeting had 
gone to Mr. Piatt and obtained his consent, hith- 
erto denied, to serve if elected. The result was 
that Mr. Young withdrew his own name and 
nominated from the floor Mr. Piatt, who was 
unanimously elected for his third successive term. 
Samuel M. Look, who had been nominated for 
vice-president by the nominating committee, then 
withdrew in favor of Mr. Young, who was re- 
elected vice-president. According to the by-laws 
of the organization the offices of secretary and 
treasurer were to be combined at the beginning 
of the club’s third year, and Neville Dunn, sports 
editor of The Lexington Herald, was elected to 
this position. 

The board of directors was increased from nine 
to 10, and besides the officers, who are directors 
ex officio, the following were elected: Charles As- 
bury, Eugene B. Gorham, Samuel M. Look, 
Thomas Carr Piatt, E. Gay Drake, Dr. E. W.

way Stable horses. 

MARKS AT LE MAR FARM 

Leo J. Marks motored from Columbus, Ohio, 
and spent the week-end at his Le Mar Stock 
Farm, near Lexington, where Harry S. Hart has 
a string of near 30 horses in training. Mr. Marks 
was well pleased with the appearance of his 
racing prospects. He was glad, too, to see his 


stallions and mares in excellent condition. Mis- 
step is looking at his best right now, and the 
reports about the first of his get, now 2-year-olds, 
are very good, indeed. Manager Hart says his 
book is filling, and why shouldn’t it? He wasa 
grand race horse and earned the right to patron- 
age. At the price, his services should be in strong 
demand. Breeding to Misstep will be like cash- 
ing a good bet at long odds. 
WARM STABLE ENGAGES W. J. HIRSCH 

The Warm Stable of Silas B. Mason and his 
business partner Arnold Hanger has engaged W. 
J. (Buddy) Hirsch, son of the veteran Max 
Hirsch, as trainer for this season. Young Hirsch, 
now at Hialeah Park, will remain in Miami 
through the Tropical Park meeting and will re- 
port at Lexington about April 1. In the main di- 
vision of the stable he will have five 2-year-olds, 
the 3-year-old Sassaby and the 4-year-old Head 
Play, the latter owned by Mrs. Silas B. Mason. 

Whether Head Play will race is doubtful. After 
his racing of last fall he came home with a bowed 
tendon and broken bone in his foot. He has been 
fired and given the most careful treatment, and 
just now is going very well, but his training this 
year has included nothing more strenuous than 
galloping with a pony.

The ruling was occasioned by the finding that 
Nourrice, which was submitted to saliva test 
after his race February 23, had been stimulated. 
Mr. Christmas was given privilege to sell his 
horses. 


COBURN IS SUSPENDED 

Upon receipt from State Chemist Charles E. 
Morgan and Dr. J. G. Catlett, veterinarian, that 
Garlic had been stimulated for the race in which 
he finished first, but was disqualified, at Hialeah 
Park March 7, the stewards on March 9 an- 
nounced the suspension of George W. Coburn and 
all horses under his care. His case was referred 
to the Florida Racing Commission. A _ hearing 
was expected last Saturday, but was postponed 
because a quorum of the Commission was not to 
be had that day. 
IRVINE EXPRESSES FEAR 

William Irvine, trainer of S. W. Labrot’s 
horses, withdrew Springsteel and Monel from the 
McLennan Memorial Handicap at Hialeah Park, 
March 10, saying that he had done so because 
trainers are held accountable for the condition 
of the horses in their charge and would have no 
protection in the event one had been surrepti- 
tiously stimulated by some person and the stimu-

WIDENER GRATEFUL 

At a dinner given in the crystal dining room 
of the Miami Jockey Club at Hialeah Park, March 
8, by the New York Turf Writers’ Assocaition, 
Joseph E. Widener, the guest of honor, expressed 
his gratitude to the press for its fine cooperation 
in the effort now being made to bring the sport 
of racing back to its place in the sun. In the 
course of his talk, Mr. Widener said: 

Racing no longer is a sport of the best prescriptions. 
Today, as never before, it is a sport calculated to bring 
the best horses together, and the best horse will win. 
The drug evil which for a time threatened the life of 
racing is gradually but surely being wiped out. And 
we have, gentlemen, the Florida Racing Commission to 
thank deeply for taking the initiative in fighting off the 
stimulation of the Thoroughbred. Its campaign has 
been successful and I want to express by gratitude to 
the members of the commission for inaugurating the 
greatest efforts of recent times. 

Mr. Widener lauded the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission for adopting the saliva test introduced 
in this country by Florida and at the same time 
he gave assurances that Turf governing bodies 
in New York and elsewhere will follow. He said 
that at the national convention of racing com- 
missions held at Miami in January the member 
bodies pledged themselves to carry out the rulings 
of other states and agreed to follow the anti- 
stimulating crusade successfully launched in 
Florida. 


JOCKEYS 


HERE is quite an elbowing match among the 

apprentice riders for room at the top of the 
jockey list. Earl Porter rode eight winners at 
Hialeah Park last week and kept his lead, with 
a total of 70 winners for the year, but at 
Caliente Mack Winters had the same number of 
wins for the week and remained only three be- 
hind Porter. At New Orleans J. Jacobs added 
seven and brought his total to 62. B. Haas and 
R. Watson had 11 winners each last week, while 
curly-haired E. Litzenberger had nine. Porter 
tops them all in percentage, having won with one 
out of every four mounts this year. ...M. W.

BOOKS 


WO splendid additions to the literature con- 

cerning the American saddle horse have been 
made recently. One of these is Famous Saddle 
Horses, by Susanne, published last year by the 
Farmers Home Journal Company, Louisville, and 
the other is The American Saddle Horse, by Earl 
R. Farshler, printed and distributed by the Stand- 
ard Printing Company, Louisville. In view of 
the fact that the saddle and show horse is a 
young breed, with origins not always easy to 
trace, these two books will be an invaluable addi- 
tion to the library of anyone who wishes to have 
a working knowledge of the breed. 

Famous Saddle Horses is a collection of con- 
densed records of the more prominent animals, 
with the files of the Farmers Home Journal as the 
principal base of supplies. There is much as- 
sembling of source material, and a great collec- 
tion of data for reference purposes. There are 
numerous plates, an indispensable part of such a 
compilation. To anyone interested in horses this 
will prove a fascinating volume. 

Mr. Farshler’s book is of quite a different type. 
It sketches the history of the development of the 
saddle and show horse, with more emphasis on 
the background than on the saddle horse breed 
itself, and with copious quotations from previous 
investigators. Part One closes with an excellent 
chapter on the principles of breeding. Part Two 
contains instructions and suggestions on training 
the gaited saddle horse, with chapters on vices 
and shoeing. There is no index. Mr. Farshler 
is a horseman of experience, and his work will be 
widely appreciated. It should be especially valu- 
able to beginners.

FAIR GROUNDS 

HE long New Orleans racing season breaks up 

with the charity program of Sunday, March 
18. Horses have been moving out steadily for 
some time, bound North and West.

Hickory Lad won the Louisiana Derby last Sat- 
urday and has been shipped to Houston. The 
Duncan F. Kenner Stakes, for 2-year-olds, will 
mark the final Saturday of the Fair Grounds 
meeting. 


HICKORY LAD’S DERBY 

Nothing of class came out for the thirteenth 
running of the Louisiana Derby ($3,500 added, 
3-year-olds, 14% miles) at the Fair Grounds 
March 10. W. C. Reichert’s Hickory Lad (113), 
which had already shown himself the best of the 
New Orleans 3-year-olds left in training, was fa- 
vorite at 40 cents on the dollar. Jack Westrope 
rode him confidently in fourth place, while the 
lead was battled for by Mrs. A. Van den Ende’s 
Black Peter (110), Radio Stable’s Morning Cry 
(105) and Mrs. F. West’s Cursor (113). Cursor, 
the last of these to crack, had the lead in the 
stretch when Westrope sent Hickory Lad after 
him. The Ladkin gelding responded readily and 
won by almost a length, going away. Cursor 
was second by seven lengths, Morning Cry third, 
Black Peter fourth. The others were Peedeeque 
(110), Pomparagon (110), Legality (110). The 
last named, second choice, was left at the post.

ILLINOIS 


ELECTRIC EYE TIMING 

LBERT SABATH, recently elected president 

of the Chicago Business Men’s Racing’ Asso- 
ciation, announced last week that a system of 
complete automatic timing would be installed at 
Hawthorne this year. Semi-automatic timing has 
been used there in recent seasons. The starting 
gate was placed at the exact start of the race, 
and the rise of the barrier started the timing 
clock, which was stopped by hand as the horses 
reached the finish. Because the horses were 
timed from a standing start, Hawthorne times 
were a little slower than at other courses, where 
the horses were going full speed when they 
passed the actual starting line. Under the new 
arrangement the “electric eye” with an infra-red 
ray will be used. The starting gate will be placed 
30 feet from the start. When the horses reach 
the point which marks the official start of the 
race the front horse will break the ray and start 
the clock going. The clock in view of the grand- 


stand, will be stopped when the winner breaks 
the ray at the finish. Hawthorne claims this wil] 
be the first complete automatic timing at a race 
track anywhere in the world. Trainers working 
horses for important events will be privileged 
to use the device. 


A. T. A. TO MEET APRIL 2 

American Turf Association stockholders have 
been notified by Secretary Maurice Galvin, of 
Covington, Ky., that the annual meeting of the 
company will be held at its office in the Congress 
Bank Building, Chicago, Ill., at 10 o’clock Mon- 
day morning, April 2. Directors are to be elected 
and other business is to be transacted. 
HAWTHORNE RUMORS 

President Albert Sabath has said that nothing 
will be announced concerning racing officials for 
Hawthorne, Cicero, Ill., until after the State Rac- 
ing Commission allots racing dates, but there is 
a rumor afloat to the effect that Judge Joseph A. 
Murphy will not be in the stewards’ stand there 
this year. It is considered at Chicago to be like- 
ly that he will devote his time to the racing at 
Detroit, where 120 days is on the bill. Another 
rumor is to the effect that Roy Dickerson will 
supplant Harry Morrissey as starter. 


LEGISLATION 


NEW YORK 

URING the past week at Albany Senator 

McNaboe made an unsuccessful attempt to 
have his bill, a duplicate of the Crawford-Her- 
man bill, brought out of the Senate Committee 
on Finance. He said he wanted the New York 
Legislature to act on the question of cash betting 
at the race courses without further delay. He 
objected to the tactics of Senator Dunnigan, and 
there was a sharp exchange between the two. 
Senator Crawford charged Senator McNaboe with 
having copied his bill ‘word for word, comma for 
comma, period for period.” Senator Twomey, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, which has 
the racing bills in charge, also opposed Senator 
McNaboe’s motion. Lieutenant-Governor Bray 
upheld each of Senator Dunnigan’s objections. 
Finally Senator McNaboe sat down, saying: “I 
think, under the circumstances, I'll be gagged. 
There is no other thing that can happen.” 

The Senate understands that there is to be a 
public hearing on all racing legislation on March 
27, and it is disposed to await the outcome of 
the hearing before action on the bills. Meanwhile 
Senator Crawford has expressed confidence that 
a racing measure will be enacted at the present 
session. Senator Dunnigan, who was a week-end 
visitor to Miami, on Saturday last made an in- 
spection of Hialeah Park and the totalizator. He 
was very much taken with it, and said: “That's 
what we want in New York.” He told the press 
that he is of the opinion that a favorable racing 
bill will be adopted at Albany before adjourn- 
ment this spring. He expressed his liking for 4 
racing commisson composed of non-salaried men 
who are thoroughly interested in the sport, and 
also said he thought stewards’ should be paid.
